Total enrollment of 650 last 
year at this time was mostly due 
to 470 evening division students. 

Students in the day school out- 
number the night school for the 
first time since the evening di- 
vision was started in 1942. 

Return to old days 

Prospects of the junior college 
returning to its former level of 
more than 1000 students looked 
brighter to administration offi- 
cials this week as the servicemen 
flocked around the campus. 

Immediate affect of the in- 
creased enrollment was noted by 
first semester students in the in- 
creasing difficulty at finding park- 
ing space around the campus. 

Jaysee instructors commented 
on the crowded conditions in the 
main corridor of College Hall as 
being reminiscent of the campus 
before the war began. 

Future procedure 

Clarifying future procedure, 
Miss Humiston added, ‘Registra- 
tion facilities are still open, al- 
though students should attempt 
to get their programs straightened 
out as soon as possible. In case of 
necessity, program changes may 
now be made by having a petition 
for the change approved by a 
counselor, but the deadline for 
withdrawal from a class without

view solar system phenomenon 


Sun spot seekers were rewarded 
for their efforts last week as 
many Santa Ana junior college 
students viewed the phenomenon 
of the solar system by peering 
through smoked glasses. 

The black dots which stood on 
the copper disc of the sun con- 
sisted of two huge electro mag- 
netic storms which covered an 
area comparable to twenty-six 
times the diameter of the earth. 

Mrs. Jennie Tessmann, in- 
structor in astronomy and for- 
mer observer at Mt. Wilson ob- 
servatory, summarized the im- 
portant astronomical event as she 
explained, “These sun spots were 
of unusual strength and appeared 
during a period in which large sun 
spots do not usually occur. The 
only effect the electro magnetic 
storms have upon the earth is 
that they distrurb communications 


by influencing telephone, tele- 
graph, and _ radio transmission 
during intense activity.” 


Seeing the spots became pop- 
ular on the campus after Harold 
Dane and Henry Files, custodians, 
provided interested students with 
the blackened glass necessary to 
make the sun’s face visible to the 
eye.
